This is true for cities throughout the 
snow-belt, and for some state highways. Until snow is 
cleared, vehicles should be properly equipped to move. The 
most realistic solution is a combination—best possible snow 
removal plus preparedness for self-help with adequate ad­ 
ded traction by drivers of all vehicles w?hich elect to go 
during severe conditions. This includes those whose occupa­ 
tions and vehicles are essential regardless of weather, and 
those who “choose” to go as a matter of personal conven­ 
ience. 
Americans have been maligned by critics as getting 
“soft,” or “lazy.” We don’t believe this generally is true. The 
key is in winter-wised drivers as well as winterized cars, and 
in their knowledge how to face up to seemingly difficult 
problems — including putting on a tire chain—the correct 
and easiest way. Gas station attendants can aid older driv­ 
ers. Otherwise it would be smart to leave the car legally 
parked until conditions have cleared. Don’t be a traffic 
blocker! Aside from costly delays for many, it could result 
in minor fires becoming catastrophic due to blocking of fire 
trucks.

Soviets Push Operation Panic 
In Europe To Whip Up 
Hysteria And Undermine 
Common Market 
LONDON—This is a report on 
operation panic—a long-term So­ 
viet project. It is planned for the 
continent. Its scope and audacity 
surprise even the well informed, 
surprise-proof British insiders. 
If successful, the Russians will 
provoke hundreds of thousands of 
workers into clogging European 
roads, railroad trains and even 
the air lanes in a frightened dash 
southward from northern Europe 
—especially from vital West Ger­ 
man industrial sectors. 
Operation Panic is aimed at the 
675,000 foreign workers who have 
moved into Germany from South­ 
ern France, Southern Italy, Spain 
and Greece. These are fine work­ 
ing people. They have developed 
new skills inside Germany and 
are sharing in the Bonn Repub­ 
lic’s fantastic prosperity. 
For many reasons this disturbs 
the Soviets. The foreign workers 
in Germany send money home, 
thereby bolstering the economy in 
other anti-Communist lands. Also 
being sent home is word that tens 
of thousands of jobs are available 
in West Germany for relatives 
who care to come. 
And under the Common Market 
agreement, there are very few 
border restrictions for the much- 
needed workers. They can cross 
over without being snarled in old- 
fashioned red tape. When I was 
in Germany 
this 
past summer 
there were 265,000 Italian work­ 
ers; 87.000 Spaniards, and more 
than 67.000 Greeks. There were 
otners, but not in such numbers. 
This means bread and peace for 
many 
whose 
own 
home 
lands 
have been hard hit by either the 
invasions or scarcities of the big 
war. 
So the Soviet international ap­ 
paratus was ordered into action 
some two years ago. The German 
FBI, known as the Federal Office 
for the Protection of the Consti­ 
tution, began encountering Com­ 
munist cells in areas where the 
newcomers 
were 
settling 
and 
working. The cells were traced 
back to the Soviet’s global labor 
network known as the World Fed­ 
eration of Trade Unions (WFTU), 
operating out of Prague. 
Since there is virtually no Greek 
Communist movement, the WFTu 
picked its agents from amongst 
the 60,000 Communists who fled 
after their unsucessful revolt in 
the late '40s. 
These 
trained 
activists 
were 
then 
planted 
amongst 
Greek 


workers in Germany. 
Ceils for the Spanish workers 
were recruited from the cadres of 
the Spanish Communist Party in 
exile, headquartered in southern 
France.

If jo u 're going to put your tree 
in the center of the room, of course, 
you’d want it to be perfect all th? 
way around But, if it’s going into 
a corner, you may not find a tree 
that has an imperfection on one 
side and it should be less expensive 
than the “prem ium ” tree.
